The San Diego Office reviewed for release tour pages 
of "see" references. Attached herewith are three pages with the 
remaining page being withheld entirely. 

As a matter ot administrative discretion the enclosed 
documents were considered under the provisions ot both the 
Freedom of Information Act (Title 5, U.S. Coue, Section 552), and 
the Privacy Act of 1974 (Title 5, U.S. Code Section 552a). Any 
documents which are found to be exempt from disclosure under the 
Privacy Act will also be processed under the provisions ot the 
Freedom ot Information Act. Deletions were made on the enclosed 
three pages and the one withheld entirely to protect materials 
which are exempt from disclosures by the following subsections 
of the Freedom of Information Act, Title 5, United States Code,

Appeals should be directed in writing to the 
Assistant Attorney General, Office of Legal Policy, Attn: Office 
of Information and Privacy, U.S. Department of Justice, Washington, 
D.C. 20530, within 30 days from receipt of this letter. The 
envelope and letter should be clearly marked "Freedom of Information 
Appeal" or "Information Appeal". Please cite the name of the 
office to which your original request was directed.

Reference is made to your request of May I, 19S?, under 
the Freedom of Information Act, and our response of May 14, 19R7. 

A search of the contra I records systems and the Flsur 
Index of this office was conducted and no records .identifiable 
with the persons, publications or organizations sot forth in your 
request could be located, with the following exceptions: 

1* The John Birch Society: One reference to this 
organization was located. This office has been instructed by 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) Headquarters in Washington, 
D.C., however, to advise you that procedures for processing 
materials pertaining to that portion of your request will be the 
subject of further correspondence- 

2. Thp Minutemen: References to three main 
investigative fil^s were located, and seven instances were noted 
where the name of the organization was indexed to other files. 

The Minutemen investigation originated In and was coordinated by 
the Kansas City, Missouri, field office, and as most of the 
records compiled durinq the investigation are maintained at 
Kansas City, we are forwarding your request there. You will be 
apprised of the total number of pages comprising the 
investigation which are maintained in all field offices which 
participated, including this office. Kansas City will also 
provide you with an estimate of any duplication fees which might 
be anticipated in processing your request.

3. Truth about Civil ^urmoil (TACT): One main "dead 11 
file, in which no active investigation occurred, was located, and 
five instances noted where the organization's name was indexed to 
files concerning other individuals or organizations. The main 
file consists of three documents, two of which, consisting of one 
page each, are being released to you with excisions made pursuant 
to Title 5, United States Code, Section ^5? r Subsection (b) {7} 

(C) , which protects investigatory records compiled for law 
enforcement purposes, the disclosure of which would constitute an 
unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy of another person. 
One document consisting of one page, is being withheld in its 
entirety pursuant to the foregoing Subsection and to Subsection 

(D) , which protects similar materials where disclosure would 
reveal the identity of an individual who has furnished 
information to the FBI under confidential circumstances or reveal 
information furnished only by such a person and not apparently 
known to the public or otherwise accessible to the FBI by overt 
means. 


With reqard to the five instances where the 
organization's name was indexed to other fil^s, three documents, 
each consisting of one page, are being released to you with 
excisions pursuant to Subsection (C), and two documents, each 
consisting of two pages, are being withheld in their entirety 
pursuant to Subsections (C) and (D). 

To summarize, as to this portion of your request, you 
are being provided with copies of five responsive documents, 
totalling five pages, and you are being denied copies of three 
documents, totalling five pages. 

4* The National Youth Alliance: One reference to a 
main investigative file was located, and two instances noted 
wherein the name of the organization was indexed to another file. 
The investigation originated in and was coordinated by the 
Washington, D.C., field office. Your request is being forwarded 
there and procedures should be instituted similar to those 
described above with regard to the referral of your request 
concerning the Minutemen. 
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5• "The Crusader” Newspaper: One instance was noted 
wherein the name of this publication was indexed to an 
investigative file concerning an individual. three documents 
were retrieved pertaining to this reference, and two, each 
consisting of one page, are being released to you with excisions 
pursuant to Subsections (C) and (D). One document, consisting of 
one page, is being withheld in its entirety pursuant to 
Subsections (C) and (D). 

The foregoing information constitutes the net result of 
search, review and processing procedures performed by this office 
in response to your request of May 1, 1932. You are being 

provided herewith one copy each of seven excised documents, 
totalling seven pages; and you are being denied four documents, 
totalling six pages. 

If you desire, you may submit an appeal from any denial 
contained herein. Apoeals should be directed in writing to the 
Assistant Attorney General, Office of Legal Policy (Attention: 
Office of Information and Privacy), United States Department of 
Justice, Washington, D.C. 20530, within thirty days from receipt 
of this letter. The envelope and the letter should be clearly 
marked "Freedom of Information Appeal". Please cite the name of 
the office to which your original request was directed.

In her role as an undercover 
agent, she said, she worked as 
an organizer of civil rights 
groups-for the Communists. She 
learned, she said, that the Com- 
munists are trying to turn 
blacks and white against each 
other in hopes of destroying the 
United States from within. 

Communists, according t o 
Mrs. Holmes, have made Ne¬ 
groes believe that their lot is 
worse than it really is. She said 
she realizes that Negroes have 
b^en mistreated, but in many 
cmes Negroes have brought it 
on themselves.

SHE POINTED out that she 
owns a building which has Ne¬ 
gro tenants. “They allow their 
children to roam the streets and 

” "!>\ 


vandalize the building/’ she 
said. “They’ve done $15,000 
worth of vandalism to that 
building, and I can’t get a loan 
to repair it. People make slums. 
Slums don't make people,” 

Laws can deliver rigits for 
Negroes, she said, but they 
can’t deliver acceptance. The 
only way Negroes can gain ac¬ 
ceptance is through hard work 
and decent behavior. 

“The Communist party is be¬ 
hind the voting rights move¬ 
ment,” she said. “It’s astound¬ 
ing but true that we’ve already 
submitted to the Communists. 
The Johnson voting rights bill 
was written by the Communist 
party.” 

She said she didn't want to 
“get into any arguments 
about the merits or demerits 
of a voting rights bill.” 
What’s important, she said, is 
that people realize the part 
the Communists played in get¬ 
ting the bill passed. 

“The red shadow still 
breathes and glows over Ameri¬ 
ca,” Kirs. Holmes said. “There 
is a ghostly red presence in 
America.”
